Presi­ 
dent Cooidge told the new Congress today in his annual message. 
Preserve economy, he said, but do not cut to'I ne bone. Enact 
a business-like tax bill, but keep reduction within the bounds of 
propriety. Join the world court and promote American good will 
abroad. 
Expand the air defenses, but make no radical change in 
the present system. 
Help the farmer but do not try to fix his 
prices. 
Present prosperous economic conditions, will continue only so 
long as they are properly treated, In* warned. 
‘‘The age of perfection is still somewhat in the distant fu­ 
ture, but it is more in danger of being retarded by mistaken gov­ 
ernment activity than it is from lack of legislation,” Mr. Coolidge 
wrote. 
‘‘We are by far tho most likely to accomplish permanent good 
if we proceed with moderation.’' 
Departing from the custom established by President' Wilson 
of delivering annual messages in person, Mr. Coolidge sent tin* 
document to Capitol Hill by the White House messenger and it;

HE nearest thing we in the United States have to the 
famous abbey at Westminster or the Pantheon in Paris 
is the Hall of Fame. 
That, as our readers no doubt know, 
is a monumental colonnade attached to the building of New 
York University. 
It contains one hundred and fifty tablets, 
c#n each of which there will, in time, be inscribed the name 
of a grea. son or daughter of America, accompanied by a 
bust of the “immortal.” 
Every five years a jury of hundred 
distinguished persons, historians, college presidents, judges 
and men or women of letters, select new names to be added 
tu the steadily lengthening list. 
They may choose five al a 
t’me, or even more, if on previous occasions the full quota 
of five had not brei. elected: btu only candidate who receive 
three fifth* of all the votes cast are admitted to the Hall of 
Fame. 


Th 
i .r only two were chosen—Edwin Booth, the 
great tragedian, and John Paul Jones, the great naval hero 
of American history. 
It is a great tribute to Booth that he 
should h a w hee l selected, for the art of the actor is so 
ephemeral, so dependent on the actual physical presence, 
that th* lame of a remarkable 
actor 
usually 
evaporates 
quickly. 
But that of Booth seems to endure, 
lie is perhaps 
the most famous actor on the English-speaking stage since 
David Garrick, and he made upon his time an impression 
of character and personality far beyond that of most dis­ 
tinguished men in any field. 
Blit he is not the first member 


of his profession to make his way into the Hall of Fame. 
One of the sixty three tablets already filled bears the name 
of Charlotte Cushman. 
John Paul Jones, singular and often moody as he was in 
character deserves well to he remembered for the energy 
and courage with which lie laid the 
foundations 
of 
our 
American navy, and for his extraordinary skill and daring 
as a sea lighter. 
Read the story of the great battle between 
the Bon Homme Richard and the Serapis in 
Mr. 
James 
Boyd’s rattling good story “Drums” and you will know yin 
John Paul Jones, got into the Hall of Fame. 
“Surrender:” 
he cried when his ship was raked fore and after by the 
British fire and almost on the point of sinking. 
“ Why, I 
have not yet begun to fight!” 
Nor had he; betore he got 
through, however, the Serapis was a hopeless wreck. 
A number of deserving Americans came very near ac­ 
companying Jones and Booth into the company 
of

John Jay, Samuel Adams and Stonewall 
Tackson were the nearest, though Matthew Maury, Ben­ 
jamin Rush. Noah Webster. Gen. P. H. Sheridan, Walt 
Williams, William

Clark, 
Gen. 


Nathaniel Greene, John Singleton Copley, Cyrus W . Field 
and William Lloyd Garrison got the votes of many of the 
jury. 
Some of these names you will recognize at once. 
Others mav not be so familiar. 
Look up the 
careers 
of 
those whom you don t know much about. 
It will be a good 
lesson in history, and there isn’t one of the lot of whom a 
well-informed .American ought not to be ashamed to be

ords. “Those figures are averages, o) 
course, not,, to be compared in corn­ 
husking contests. 


The total 
cost of husking 
and 
cribbing, including man labor, horse 
labor and the use of wagons, amounts 
to IO cents a bushel when the corn is 
husked off the stalk. Husked out oi 
the shock, the cost is from 13 to 15 
cents a bushel, depending 
on 
the 
wages paid for man labor. 
This saving for husking from the 
stalk,” Mr. Howler says, “is mainly 
because of the difference in the man 
labor required. 
It took 7 more hours 
to husk and crib an acre of corn 
from the shock than from the stalk. 


This amounts to a saving of more 
1han 28 acres on a 10-acre field, lf all 
or a part. of this labor must be hired, 
the expense of harvesting is notice­ 
able.”
